l ined for Selling Alum Baking 
Powder. 

Reports in the English papers 
show how very exacting the courts 
of that country arc relative to the 
sale of baking powders containing 
alum. All partiea found sell.ing 
such powders are summoned into 
court, and as the health officers and 
physicians agreethat alum pmwlei s 
are poisonous when used in food, 
convictions and fines invariably 
follow. The following is from the 
London Grocer of May 5: 

"At Uradford-ou-Avon Police 
Court, William Orchard, grocer, 
Newton, Bradford; Annie Jones, 
r, Silver street, Bradford; Kd- 
ward Mock, grocer, St. Margaret 
street, Bradford; and Ernest Slade 
grocer, Bradford, were all sum 
moned for selling baking powde 
adulterated with alum. The pow- 
der contained alum ranging fron 
20 to 37 per cent., and Dr. Thomas 
county medical officer, stated tha 
alum iu baking powder was injur- 
ous to health. It was used solely 
:o increase the profits of the manu- 
acturers, and to enable them to 
put large packets for the money on 
the market. It was especially in- 
urious to the bones of young chil- 
dren, and caused their teeth to be- 
come brittle. Iu each case it was 
rged that the powder w as, sold ex- 
actly as bought from the makers; 
but for the prosecution it was con- 
tended that that was neither a 
legal nor moral excuse, as it was a 
tradesman s duty to ascertain 
whether an article was genuine. 
Mr. Slade, whose sample contained
